The Raleigh High Caps tackled a twelve game 
schedule that was probably the hardest in the his- 
tory of the school. Under head coach Carroll 
King the Caps met the Virginia State Champs, 
Portsmouth High, and the number three team of 
Kentucky, Manual High of Louisville, and Char- 
lotte and Greensboro, Western Conference stal- 
warts. The usual Eastern Conference foes were 
also met. The Caps coaching staff was completed 
when Chris Shay of Carolina and Watson Holly- 
field of Appalachian joined forces to help in the 
scouting and Junior Varsity work, along with as- 
' sistant coach Jimmy Ringgold. 


In Charlotte’s beautiful Memorial Stadium be- 
fore eleven thousand spectators, Raleigh launched 
its 1950-1951 football season against Charlotte 
Central High School. Larry Parker took things 
into his own hands and scored four times for 
Charlotte. The first score came on a play that 
covered 76 yards on a pass from Frantz to Parker. 
Minutes later Parker scored again on a pass from 
Frantz again. Parker then ran for 18 and 64 yards 
to score two more touchdowns. Then Raleigh came 
back with a pass play from Johnny Jernigan to 
Bob Jenkins, good for 12 yards and a touchdown. 
This left the half time score at 21 to 6, Central 
of Charlotte leading. Raleigh came fighting back 
in the third quarter to score again on another pass 
play. Lennox Johnson took a pitch out from 
Bobby Lassiter and tossed to Pierce on Central’s 
twenty. Pierce carried to the seven and scored on 
the next play. Murray Williams kicked the extra 
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point. But Central scored on a pass from Jim 
Babb to George Robinson, and Bob Hatley kicked 
the extra point. In the fourth quarter Lennox 
Johnson passed to Tom Newton, who ran into the 
end zone for Raleigh’s third touchdown. Central 
bounced right back to score Parker on a pitch- 
out from Babb. Final score, Central 41, Raleigh 
19. 


The Greensboro Whirlies came to Raleigh for 
the Caps next encounter. A crowd of four thou- 
sand watched Tiny Burtner score three times and 
kick four points. Morris, Leary, Murray, Cham- 
blee and Casey also scored for Greensboro. The 
highlight of the game came when Lennox Johnson 
went 42 yards on a kickoff return only to be 
pulled down from behind after breaking through 
the big Whirlie line. Raleigh’s lone score came 
with three minutes and ten seconds remaining in 
the game, when Lennox Johnson passed to Gra- 
ham Bostic on the Whirlie nine, the big flanker — 
stepped over for the touchdown. The play was good 
for 12 yards and came after Bobby Ussery had 
recovered a Greensboro fumble. End Murray Wil- 
liams suffered a broken collarbone during the 
first half of the game and was lost for the season. 
Williams, Ussery, Gargis, and Newton led for Ra- 
leigh. The final score was Greensboro 52, Raleigh 
if 


The Caps journeyed to Durham for its next en- 
counter. Luck again failed to look toward Raleigh 
as the Bulldogs got three tallies in the first quarter, 
added one in the second, got two touchdowns and 
a safety in the third, and a single six pointer in 
the fourth. Jerry Hartzog saved the day for the 
winless Caps as he pitched to Luther Pierce who 
scampered over for the Raleigh’s lone score. Dur- 
ham 47, Raleigh 7 was the outcome. Showing the 
way for Raleigh was Pierce, Hartzog and Ussery. 
Worth Lutz, Albert Long, and Bill McDaniels 
handled the chores for Durham. 


The Caps ventured to Wilson to see if the win 
column might be attained at the expense of the 
Wilson Cyclones. Three thousand fans stood in 
awe as little Paul Gay scored four touchdowns in 
helping Wilson to a 26-6 win over Raleigh. Raleigh 
scored first but Wilson came back with four touch- 
downs. Stalwarts for the Raleigh cause were Gar- 
gis and Pierce. 


Two thousand wet but happy onlookers sat in 
Riddick Stadium and saw Bob Williamson pull in 
a pass for Bob Lassiter and score standing up for 
the only touchdown of the night against Charlotte 
Tech. The touchdown was the game’s only serious 
scoring threat although Charlotte Tech moved to 
Raleigh’s fourteen with less than four minutes left 
in the game. At this point the Caps stiffened; and 


after three plays, Tech relied on a long pass on 
the fourth down, but it failed. Tech was unable 
to engineer another serious drive all evening as 
the Cap forwards turned in the best game in five 
starts. Newton, Austin, Williamson, Mathews, and 
Gargis were standouts in the front wall, while 
Johnny Jernigan and Woody Warrick led in the 
backfield. Raleigh 6, Tech. of Charlotte 0. 


Some three thousand fans saw Raleigh take its 
fourth defeat of the 1950 season, but they saw a 
much improved Cap eleven play one of its best 
games of the season. The visitors from Virginia 
scored their first touchdown after four minutes 
and twenty seconds of the first quarter when 
a sixty-two yard pass, Charles Sidwell to Robert 
Schwalenberg, was good for the score. Bobby 
McCarter, Wilson High’s quarterback, kicked their 
first of four placements. Raleigh matched Ports- 
mouth’s touchdown with one in the second period 
as Luther Pierce scored on a short line buck from 
the one yard line. This climaxed 58 yard drive 
sparked by a 47 yard run also by Pierce. Bob 
Williamson missed the extra point but Raleigh was 
still in the ball game. Portsmouth took the kick- 
off and marched to the Raleigh goal on 12 and 13 
yard runs by Bob McCotter and Robert Griesback, 
respectively. Raleigh scored first in the third peri- 
od as Bob Lassiter went over from the one. Ports- 
mouth scored next on a 56 yard run by Roy 
Hendricks. Portsmouth’s final score came when 
Harry Tidwell went around end for six yards and 
the final tally. James Turner and Robert Gries- 
back were tops for the Portsmouth’s eleven. Jim- 
my Lassiter, J. C. Thomas, Bobby Ussery and Don 
Gargis led the Raleigh line play. Final score 
Portsmouth 28, Raleigh 12. 


Goldsboro came to Raleigh with fire in its eyes, 
because of last year’s heart-breaking tie which 
came when Goldsboro was leading the Confer- 
ence. It was Billy Bell who had the major hand in 
handing Raleigh its sixth defeat in seven tries. 
Bell passed to Watson for the first score. Next was 
Bobby Frederick who bulled his way through the 
Caps for the second touchdown. After Frederick, 
Bell, Watson, and Pierce had finished there duties, 
Raleigh ended up on the short end of a 27-0 score. 


The Burlington Bulldogs had their hands full as 
the Raleigh Caps passed and ran only to end up in 
the losing column after a very impressive start. 
Bobby Lassiter and Lennox Johnson kept the Bull- 
dogs jittery throughout the game with their passes. 
Completed were six of thirteen for one hundred 
and forty-four yards. Half back Luther Pierce 
stood out both as a runner and as a pass receiver. 
Raleigh took the ball the first time it got it and 
moved to score on Lennox Johnson’s pass to Tom 
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Newton. Raleigh also scored again in the fourth 
period as Pierce went over the center for the 
touchdown. Brincifield came back for Burlington 
to build the score to 21-13. It was one of Ra- 
leigh’s good nights; with a break or two, Raleigh 
could have been on the right end of the score. 

The Raleigh High-Manual High Football game 
marked the first time that the Caps had taken to 
the air to travel to a game. The Caps flew to 
Louisville, Kentucky. The trip was enjoyed by all, 
and the seniors will always be able to look back 
on the trip with pleasant memories. Raleigh scored 
first on a 56 yard march to Manual paydirt. Man- 
ual came back to score on power plays by Schmidt, 
who ran well all night. Manual was able to 
score consistently because of Raleigh’s fumbles and 
passes being intercepted. Final score Manual 38, 
Raleigh 6. 


The Caps put on a brilliant first half display to 
hold the Fayetteville Bulldogs to a 7-6 score. But 
the second half was completely dominated by Fay- 
etteville as Ted Harris and Paul McArther scored 
touchdowns for Fayetteville. Luther Pierce scored 
Raleigh’s lone touchdown on a pass from Jerry 
Hartzog. Joe Smith, Bob Strickland and Ted 
Harris looked good for Fayetteville as Don Gargis 
and Junk Ussery carried the spark for Raleigh. 
Final score Fayetteville 34, Raleigh 6. 


There was excitement in State’s Riddick Sta- 
dium as the Raleigh Caps fought for all they 
were worth to down the Rocky Mount Blackbirds 
on a wet homecoming day. In the first half Bobby 
Britt passed to Frank Livesay for Rocky Mount’s 
first score. After an exchange of the ball following 
the kickoff, on the Rocky Mount 25 Dan Herring 
fumbled and Jimmy Lassiter of Raleigh recovered 
on the Blackbird six yard line. Luther Pierce went 
the remaining distance and Bob Williamson’s extra 
point was wide. Score was Rocky Mount 6, Raleigh 
6 at the end of the first quarter. In the second 
quarter it was Rocky Mount with the Birds get- 


ting their second score on a thirty-two yard run by 
Bill Grey with McCotter adding the extra point. 
The score at the end of the first half was Rocky 
Mount 13, Raleigh 6. Trailing as they came onto 
the wet field to start the second half, the onlook- 
ers saw Chris Coley get loose for seventy yards in 
the third quarter to come within one point of 
the Blackbirds. In the fourth period, Junk Ussery 
went back to punt but lobbed a beautiful trick 
pass to Luther Pierce who took it and set sail for 
42 yards and a touchdown which put the Caps out 
in front to stay. To make it even better Don Gargis 
stepped up and kicked a beautiful placement. From 
end to end the Raleigh line outcharged, out tackled 
and out scraped the Rocky Mount line. The Cap 
forward wall made life miserable for the Black- 
birds all night. Luther Pierce and Chris Coley bore 
the brunt of the Raleigh offense with Bob Lassiter 
and Jerry Hartzog handling the quarterback job in 
fine style.

The 
Caps walked away with 14 victories against seven 
setbacks, finishing the season second in the 
State. 

The Caps amassed a total of 1,270 points dur- 
ing the season, for a 52 point-per-game average.

ten,’ and then we joyously 
took advantage of our two day 
holiday to eat, rest, visit 
friends, and not study. 


December was the month 
for many things and the first 
of these was the senior play 
“Miss Jimmy.” A large cast of 
seniors, headed by Elizabeth 
Lynn and Ken Hines, pre- 
sented the three act comedy to 
thoroughly amused audiences 
on two nights. 


The month whirled on with 
the Kiwanis Minstrel at Mor- 
son in which a number of 
Broughton girls took part, the 
Councils tea for new students, 
the Monogram Club dance, re- 
port cards, glee club re- 
hearsals and everything was 
waiting for Christmas. The 
Student Council sponsored its 
annual Christmas dance. The 
Glee Club presented its mag- 
nificently impressive Christ- 
mas concert on a_ stage 
decorated by the art depart- 
ment. The Yule Hi-Times was 
issued in green. The Mono- 
gram Club continued its an- 
nual Christmas project of 
feeding needy families.
